Brown  was  educated  at  Ilarvard 
where  he  was  a  member,  with 
Thomas  Wolfe  and  Phillip  Barry, 
of  the  famed  47  workshop  head¬ 
ed  by  -Professor  Gecege  Pierce 
Baker. 

In  1924  he  joined  the  staff 
of  Theatre  Arts  as  associate  edi¬ 
tor,  became  drama  critic  for  the 
New  York  Post  in  1929,  and 
moved  on  to  the  World  Telegram 
in  1940. 


Mr.  Brown  has  traveled  over 
the  United  States  and  Europe 
extensively.  He  has  taught  at 
Harvard,  Yale,  Columbia,  and 
the  University  of  Montana. 

A  popular  lecturer,  he  has  al¬ 
so  written  a  number  of  books 
including  “Broadway  in  Review,*'
